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INTRODUCING 


BOUT EIGHT YEARS ago 

in Atlanta, every frequent 
participant in the city’s nightlife 
had heard of the near-legendary 
figure who danced his way to fame 
and, eventually; a career. 

A shade under 6’5”, something 
more than 375 pounds, it was his 
hair rather than his size which 
earned him the name “Big Red.” 

“I love to disco dance,” Big Red 
told The Wrestler, “and if it wasn’t 
for that, I'd probably never have 
gone into wrestling. What 
happened was that I was on the 
floor one night, I guess it was 
pretty late. Anyway, this guy 
comes up to me and makes some 
kind of remark about my dancing 
style. Well, I was pretty used to 
turkeys like that coming up to me, 
because I guess I had built up a 
reputation among the disco folks 
in Atlanta. , 

“Anyway, this guy was big,” Red 
continued, “and he didn’t give up. 
Well, I don’t usually like to resort 
to violence, but he threw the first 
shot, so I had to teach hima lesson. 
Well, it turns out that there:was a 
pro. wrestling scout in the disco 
that night and he liked the way I 
handled myself. Said 1 was pro 
material. He gave me his card. | 
didn’t really think about it until I 
cleaned out my pockets to bring 
my suit to the tailor two weeks later 
and found his card. I gave him a 
call, and the rest, as they say, 
is history.” 

Soon thereafter, Big Red made 
his professional debut. The date 


was May 17, 1975, the opponent 
was Super Assassin, and the match 
was short. 

“1 think I surprised myself more 
than anyone else that night,” Big 
Red recalls. “I stepped into the 
ring, did my thing, and before I 
knew it, the match was over. I 
couldn’t believe I had won, but I 
did. Next to me, you know, Super 
Assassin was just a scrawny little 
wimp. I’m sure the size difference 
had a lot to do with it.” 

Size was a common factor in Big 
Red’s family. It seems _ that 


everyone is a little huskier and 
more muscular than average. His 
father, a minister and the owner of 
a dry cleaning store, is 280 pounds. 
His mother is a producer of 
television gospel programs. 
Together, his parents guided Big 
Red through some very difficult 
early years. 

“Until I was five years old, a 
disease had left me completely 
paralyzed,” explained Big Red. “It 
was a very difficult ordeal for.my 
parents, but they pulled me—and 
each other—through with a lot of 
love. | was really too young to 
know what was wrong with me, but 
when I think back on what they 
must have gone through. .. well, I 
can’t hardly put it into words. It 
means a lot to me, and those are 
two amazing, very special people. 

“The thing was, though, that 
they did pull me through and | 
went on to become a pretty good 
dancer and an athlete besides,” Big 
Red continued. “For a guy who 
was paralyzed for five years, that’s 
not too shabby, you know? So 
what I do is take that message to 
other unfortunate people, the 
message that if you have a-handicap, 
it most certainly is not something 
that has to keep you down for 
the count. 

“Anybody, and I think I’m a 
pretty good example of this,” Big 
Red said, “anybody can do 
anything they want. All you’ve got 
to do is try, and that’s what I want 
to see a lot of my friends do—try

Spotted in the Atlanta disco scene by a sharp-eyed wrestling 
promoter, Big Red commands big respect.

for whatever it is they want in life. 
Too many people who have 
handicaps feel sorry for 
themselves, they feel that they are 
useless to society and that they are 
a problem to everyone else.

Somewhere in the arena sat 
NWA vice-president for ratings, 
Al Kasha. Two weeks earlier, 
Kasha had sent a memo to all 
NWA promoters, a copy of which 
has been acquired by The 
Wrestler. 

To all promoters: 

While it is widely believed that 
Tommy Rich is the number-one ° 
contender to Ric Flair’s title, | 
have seen little evidence of this 
lately. Frankly, Rich seems to be 
highly inconsistent, — varying 
from match to match in his style. 

Nevertheless, Rich continues 
to be touted by both fans and 
press as the number-one 
challenger. | have yet to be 
convinced of this fact, but | am 
willing to allow fan and media 
pressure to have their opinions 
validated. 

/ want for all of you to come up 
with a suitable test for Rich. He 
needs to wrestle someone who 
will stretch his abilities to the 
limit, who can press Rich as far 
as he can go, and then a 
bit further. 

/ want to see whether Richcan 
hold _ up under pressure. The 
man you choose must be able to 
provide a mental challenge as 
well as a physical one. If Rich 
can adequately answer both of 
these challenges, it will be a 
valuable piece of information. 

| have been getting pressure 
from Rich's people as well. 
Tommy wants another title shot, 
and | can’t see giving it to him 
right now. Then again, if he is 
able to stand up to the tests of 
the man you choose, perhaps he 
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deserves another shot at 


the belt. 
Take some time, think about it, 
and make your choice carefully. 


It may well affect the course of° 


the NWA championship for a 
long time to come.

circulated among NWA 
promoters, an unusual thing 
occurred ... or perhaps not so 
unusual given the hindsight of 
knowing what was in_ that 
memo. Tommy Rich began 
appearing in a series of matches 
against Ivan Koloff all through 
the NWA circuit.

While The Wrestler was able 
to contact Kasha in relation to 
this story, he would neither 
confirm nor deny the existence 
of a memo or the conclusion that 
Ivan Koloff was the man chosen 
for the job of proving whether 
Tommy Rich deserves a title 
shot. 

One member of our editorial 
staff, who chose to remain 
anonymous, had his own 
analysis of the situation. 

“It's obvious that Kasha has 
finally come to his senses,” one 
of our associate editors noted. 
“After all, just look at what he 
says in the memo. He talks about 
how he can't see giving Rich a 
title shot. What he really means 
is that Rich doesn’t deserve a 
title shot. 

“Then he says something 
about getting pressure from the 
Rich camp for a title shot,’’ he 
continued. ‘Look, anyone with 
an lO higher than a turnbuckle’s 
should be able to read between 
the lines on this one. It’s 
obvious. Yes, Kasha is getting a 
lot of pressure from Rich's 
people, but he doesn’t want to 
test Rich, he wants to wipe him 
off the face of the planet! For 
good reason, too, | might add. 

“As for that memo, it’s no 
wonder that Kasha won't say 
anything about it,’’ he 
concluded. ‘That's because 
there were two memos. There 
was the one we've got that was 
leaked to the press, then there 
was another one which told all 
the NWA promoters to band 
together, coordinate their 
schedules, and use lvan Koloff 
as a means of destroying Tommy 
Rich. lf you ask me, it’s a brilliant 
plan, and | hope it works.” 

Back in Columbus that 
evening, Rich and Koloff 
continued to pound away at 
each other. Somewhere in the 
arena sat the mysterious Al 
Kasha, his intentions unclear, 
but with Tommy Rich’s future in 
his control. O 


W E HAD FEARED the worst, 
but dared not admit it 
to ourselves. 

For nearly two years, Superstar 
Graham had not been heard from 
at all. His last match had been, 
according to our records, in 
early 1980. 

Soon thereafter, it was 
discovered that he was to compete 
in CBS-TV’s World’s Strongest 
Man contest. Tuning in, we 
noticed that Graham appeared to 
have gained some weight. Two 


things, though, were definite: he 
had shaved his head completely 
and had grown a moustache. 

Then: nothing. 

His usual venues for matches 
provided no. clues. Wrestling 
programs from arenas where he 
appeared regularly offered no 
listings of Superstar Graham. At 
one time we would receive calls at 
least weekly from Graham telling 
us of his whereabouts, but all of a 
sudden the calls stopped. No 
information at all regarding 


Graham was available. 

Then: the rumors began. 

Frightening rumors filtered in 
from all corners of the globe. 
Correspondents in Japan called 
our offices in the attempt to 
confirm what everyone hoped was 
not true—the rumor that 
Superstar Graham had died. 

Finally, the mail came pouring 
in, Fans all across the country had 
heard what journalists all over the 
world were scrambling to. confirm. 
They wanted to know if it was true, 
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Word was out: 


Superstar Graham had died. 
The obituary had been written and 
was set to go to press... until a most unusual 
phone call from Pennsylvania drastically

if the rumors could be believed. 

For weeks we made phone calls 
to every person who might have 
known the whereabouts of 
Graham. No information at all was 
available. We were beginning to 
feel that maybe—just maybe—the 
frightening rumors were true. 

It seemed as if we would have to 
face up to that fact when a 
Pennsylvania newspaper ran an 
article on the death of Superstar 
Graham. Sadly, we prepared to fill 
these very pages with a story on the 
great career of Superstar Graham, 
and how it ended so tragically. 

We called the Pennsylvania 
newspaper for further information 
regarding that story. 

“You won't believe this,” a 
reporter told us, “but not more 
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than half an hour ago we got a call 
from Graham! He assured us he 
was alive, and we had a few laughs 
over the story we printed. Yeah, 
you can forget about the obituary, 
Graham is definitely not dead!” 

The reporter told us how we 
could contact Graham ourselves. 
We didn’t waste a moment. 

What was Superstar Graham 
doing for the past two years? That 
was the first question we asked him. 

“Well, Pve been competing in 
bodybuilding contests,” he 
explained, “and generally working 
on my training methods. You 
should see me now. I’m stronger 
than ever! I feel great, and I sure 
don’t feel like I’ve been dead!” 

Hearty laughter from Graham 
assured us that he was as alive as 


ever. But what about the rumors? 

“Pll tell you, I think those 
rumors were started by Backlund 
and his manager, Skoaland. 
Backlund was always afraid of me, 
fearful that I was the only man in 
wrestling who could take away the 
WWFE title. Well, I am, and I 
intend to before long. Backlund 
started those rumors that I was 
dead as wishful thinking! 
Sorry, Bobby, I’m very much alive, 
and I’m coming after you.” 

Graham’s first matches after his 
two-year sabbatical took place in 
the Houston; Texas, area. His 
debut match was against Bruiser 
Brody, and Graham exhibited a 
ferociousness of style that has been 
unmatched at any time previously 
in his career. 


After a two-year absence, Graham made 
his return in Texas. After a short stay 
there, he traveled to Japan. Superstar is 
letting the world know that he is back and 
ready to wrestle for a major title. Graham 
pummels Japanese favorite Choshu Riki 
(above and below). Bruiser Brody made it 
clear to Graham that his road back would 
not be without obstacles (right). 


“Two years worth of body- 
building and muscle development 
can do a lot for a guy’s wrestling,” 
Graham told us. “I feel like a new 
man. Pretty soon I'll be going to 
Japan for about five weeks, and by 
the time your magazine hits the 
stands, I'll be back in Houston 
priming up for a return to 
the WWF. 

“T’ve got one word for 
Backlund,” Graham said, “and 
that word is beware. I’m on the 


move, I’m stronger than ever, and 
I’m taking my title back from that 
pretty-boy. You may be 
celebrating your fourth 
anniversary as champ, Backlund, 
but I promise you, you won’t see 
a fifth.” 

Superstar Graham has 
reappeared as abruptly as he left 
two years ago, and it seems certain 
that the clash with Bob Backlund 
for the WWF heavyweight belt is 
quite inevitable. O

OST WRESTLING FANS 

know of Bob Backlund as 
WWE champion, the man who 
pinned Superstar Billy Graham’s 
shoulders to the mat on February 
20, 1978, and has held the title 
ever since. 

Yet Backlund’s _ professional 
career stretches back to 1974. His 
early career is not well known to 
most fans. 

Backlund, born and raised in 
Princeton, Minnesota, was a five- 
time all-American collegiate title- 
holder: four times in football and 
once in wrestling. Former junior 
heavyweight champion Danny 
Hodge’ saw Backlund wrestle in 
college and offered to help him 
turn pro. Along with the Funk 
family, Hodge guided Backlund 
into the professional arenas, 
“showing him the ropes,” as it 
were. Backlund proved to be a 
quick study. 

The first major milestone in 
Backlund’s career was winning of 
the Missouri state title on April 23, 
1976, when he defeated then- 
champion Harley Race. During 
1976, Backlund held both the 
Missouri title and, along with Steve 
Keirn, the Florida tag team title. 


Backlund subsequently lost the

Ask David Von Erich who is the toughest man 
in Florida and he will probably give you the same 
answer the punching bag would.

Very different from the 
kind of action you see in the ring, very different 
and very helpful in preparing me for that action. 
Like they say, you can’t have light without 
darkness, and you can’t have mayhem without 
serenity. Makes sense, huh?” 
~ David moved away from the punching bag and 
switched over to the weight machine. It wasn’t 
very long ago when David Von Erich was a 
newcomer to Florida, a newcomer with a 
startling surprise in store. 

“When | first came to this state,” David 
explained, “I expected to be cheered just like I’d 
been in other areas. First time | stepped into the 
ring, | thought that maybe the announcer had 
made some sort of a mistake, the way the fans 
booed me. Then it hit me: a good lot of years 
ago, my dad Fritz came into this state with a chip 
on his shoulder by the name of Eddie Graham. 
Well, these here Florida folks liked Graham a lot. 

_What they didn’t like was the way they saw my 
old man work over Graham, so | guess the 
memories die hard, don’t they? That’s all right, 
though, if they want to boo me, I'll give ’*em 
reason to boo me.” 

The fact that young David Von Erich seems to 
be enjoying his new-found role as premier 
object of hate for Florida wrestling fans disturbs 
David’s father Fritz quite a bit. 

“It’s very much unlike the boy to do what he’s 
doing,” admitted Fritz, “but what can | do? | 
don’t own him, he has to live his own life. But | 
can speak out, and I’ll tell you right now, | don’t 
like what I see down there one bit. David is really 
not himself, and | don’t know what he is going to 
do next. For all | know he'll go crazy in the ring 
and kill someone next match. He’s become quite 
unpredictable, and he doesn’t respond to any 
criticism or questions from me or his brothers.” 

David’s brother Kerry added further insight to

the explosive Von Erich situation. 

“It’s almost as if David decided he was going to 
rebel against everything his upbringing aimed to 
teach him,” said Kerry. “His wrestling style has 
changed subtly but very noticeably over the past 
few months, and as far as I’m concerned, it’s 
changed for the worse. Not only that, but I’ve 
heard that he’s hanging around with the Funks 
down in Florida, and that can only spell disaster if 
he keeps that kind of behavior up. | know he’s 
my brother, and 1’ll still stick by him no matter 
what happens, but | don’t how much longer I’Il 
be able to do so if this situation keeps heading in 
this direction.” 

The third of the Von Erich siblings, Kevin, 
offered a similar reaction. 

“Kerry doesn’t really talk about it that much, 
but it’s the Funks that are bothering him the 
most,” said Kevin, ‘“‘and | guess if I’m honest with 
myself and if my father is honest with himself, 
then that’s what bothers us, too. It’s a bad 
influence, and I’d hate to see David renounce his 
own family in favor of a group of wrestlers who 
are about as admirable as a guy that kicks the 
crutches out from under little old ladies.” 

The potential is definitely there: a Funk-Von

Erich confrontation could develop into a full 
scale war to rival even the Hatfields and the 
McCoys. Should that happen, David Von Erich 
could very well find himself caught between the 
proverbial rock and a hard place. To which side 
would he owe his allegiance? To his new 
comrades in Florida, the Funks? To his family 
from which he seems to grow ever further? It is 
not a dilemma to be taken lightly. 

“I’m afraid for David,” stressed father Fritz. 
“He’s young, and maybe he’s just doing this to 
test himself, to test the strength of his own 
convictions. | know that when | was his age | 
went through some difficult years when | was 
doubting myself, when | had to constantly test 
myself and be reassured that the course | had 
chosen was the right one. But if David decides 
that the Funks are the course he has chosen, and 
if he believes that course is the right one, | don’t 
know what’s going to happen. 

“As for now,” said Fritz with a heavy sigh, “I 
just don’t know. There are too many variables in 
this kind of situation. David could do anything at 
almost anytime. | only hope for the sake of our 
family, and especially for himself, that he does 
the right thing.” 0

OR MONTHS, fans of WWF 

wrestling have been dis- 
turbed by recent developments 
within the Federation. The 
arrival of Adrian Adonis and 
Jesse Ventura, campaigns by 
Greg Valentine against both 
Bob Backlund and Pedro 
Morales, and the questionable 
way in which Mr. Fuji and Mr. 
Saito won the tag team 
championship from Tony 
Garea and Rick Martel, have 
kept the WWF in continuous 
controversy. 

Now it appears as if one of the 
few bright spots of the last 
several months—the return of 
Ivan Putski—will be tainted by 
an unfortunate inevitability: a 
clash between Polish Power 
and Pedro Morales. 


Though some might hail a 
Putski-Morales showdown as 
one of the classic battles of all 
time, most fans seem to be 
concerned about the necessary 
loser in such a match. 


“I’m a big fan of both Pedro 
Morales and Ivan Putski,” wrote 
Eugene Teemaleska, “and the 
thought of either of them losing 
is something that | find too 
disturbing to consider. When 
Valentine suplexed Pedro on 
the floor on T.V., it was Putski, 
along with Tony Garea and Rick 
Martel, who prevented him from 
breaking Pedro’s leg with the 
figure-four. With loyalty like 
that between these two great 
men, | don’t see how either of 
them could wrestle the other to 
the finish.

Since then, rumors have been 
circulating throughout the 
wrestling community regarding 
Rhodes’ health and his ability to 
wrestle up to his usual standards. 

The only substantiation of these 
rumors we were ablé to unearth 
was a statement from within the 
Rhodes camp confirming that 
Rhodes’ leg was in fact bothering 
him, but that it did not affect 


his wrestling. 

Wishing to examine the 
situation for ourselves, The 
Wrestler flew three medical experts 
to St. Louis for a rematch between 
Dusty and Flair. After viewing the 
match, our panel convened and 
discussed the events it had 
witnessed. 

Before presenting an edited 
version of that panel discussion, we 


would like to introduce the experts: 

Dr. Allen Wyck of the Northeast 
Center for Athletic Physiology in 
Rochester, New York. Dr. Wyck 
has enjoyed a long association with 
The Wrestler, most recently 
reporting on Andre the Giant’s leg 
injury in our November 1981 issue. 

Dr. Frederick Grinder and Dr. 
Esteban Rivera both practice at the 
West Coast Clinic for Physical 
Therapy in Los Angeles, 
California. This is their first 
association with our magazine, but 
their services were secured at the 
suggestion of Dr. Wyck. Their 
discussion follows: 

Dr. Wyck: Well, gentlemen, it 
didn’t look to be a very good night 
for Dusty, did it? 

Dr. Grinder: That’s the under- 
statement of the year, Allen. 
Anytime a guy’s carried out of 
the ring it’s not a good night 
for him. 

Dr. Rivera: Well, that point 
aside, I think... 

Dr. Grinder: Why put that point 
aside? 

Dr. Rivera: Because the fact that 
he was taken out on a stretcher 
only means that he won't be 100 
percent in his next match. We’re 
here to assess his performance 
tonight. 

Dr. Wyck: Well, his per- 
formance couldn’t be termed very 
good if it resulted in him being 
unable to walk out on his own 
two feet. 

Dr. Grinder: Exactly. What 1 
saw out there leads me to believe 
that Dusty was not in proper 
physical shape when he first 
entered the ring tonight. It’s likely 
that the main problem was his leg, 
for he seemed to be favoring it 
slightly. He seemed to be tentative 
in his maneuvers all night. 

Dr. Rivera: Okay, so let’s go 
back to that other point. What 
does this mean for Dusty’s next 
match? How much is he actually 
risking by going into the ring 
again after what Flair did to 
him tonight?

LASSY FRED BLASSIE 

was ona hell of a rampage 
in those days. The King of Men 
wouldn’t take any gufffromany 
pencil-necked geek, and he was 
riding high as holder of the 
Americas’ championship. 

One grappler did get under 
Freddie’s skin: John Tolos. As 
you can see by the photo, 
though, Blassie returned the 
favor by getting under Tolos’ 
skin . . . with his teeth. For all 
you youngsters who only know 
Blassie as manager of some of 
the most twisted men ever to 
grace the squared circle, let it 
be known that this was 
Blassie’s classic maneuver. In 
the Orient, Blassie was known 
as “The Vampire” because he 
used his teeth the way Adrian 
Adonis uses the sleeperhold. 
Only thing is, the sleeperhold 
isn’t that messy. 

Tolos won the Americas 
championship from Blassie. 
Both men were gunning for the 
“Wrestler of the Year” trophy, 
an award which was to be 
presented ‘shortly after the

Americas’ match. Well, Tolos 
thought he was a sure-fire 
shoo-in, but it was not to be.

February 20, before a_ sellout 
crowd at Madison Square Garden, 
Backlund pinned Graham in 14:51 
to become the new WWF champ. 

For Backlund, there was no 
rest. Only three days after claiming 
the belt, he went up against then- 
NWA champion Harley Race inan 
effort to unify the titles.. The 
memories of the Missouri title 
match were still fresh, and 
Backlund still remembers this 


draw as one of his most difficult 
matches to date. 

For all his experience within the 
squared circle, however, Backlund 
exuded an aura of innocence, a 
quality which many fans maintain 
is his most admirable: It was the 
very quality which led to his being 
tagged as “The All-American 
Boy.” But for those who hated 
him, it led to countless taunts of 
“Howdy Doody Backlund.” 


There is no way to adequately 
explain the caliber of performance 
in the ring that Backlund has 
exhibited during his tenure as 
champion, except perhaps to offer 
a list of those grapplers who have 
challenged the title and failed: Sat. 
Slaughter, Stan Hansen, Killer 
Khan, Greg Valentine, King Kong

Steele, Magnificent Muraco, Jesse 
Ventura, and Adrian Adonis. 


Reading like a who’s who of 
wrestling, the above list is far from 
complete. The point is clear, 
however. Bob Backlund has 
defended his title against the most 
brutal and savage men in all of 
wrestling—and has maintained his 
championship. 

As he enters his fourth year as 
champion, Bob Backlund can no 
longer be considered simply a boy 
in a man’s game. His time as 
champion comprises just about 
half of his entire professional 
career, an astounding feat by any 
standards.
